AVashington, Feb. 16.—The Ger- 


man government, thru Count von 
Bernstorff, its ambassador 
here, 


today formally asked the United 
States to explain why the Amer- 
ican wireless censors at Sayville 
suppressed the official announce- 
ment oi! the German admiralty of. 
the reported sinking in the North 
sea of the British cruiser Arabis 
on February 11. 


News reporting the loss of the 


Arabis reached the United States 
from Berlin via London, passing 
thru the British censorship. On

Steamers 


Destroyed 


Xew York, Feb. 16—The Steam 


ships Bolton Castle and Pacific, 
and a 900 foot pier belonging to 
the New York Duck Co. at the 
foot of Pioneer street, Brooklyn, 
were destroyed early today 
by 


the most disastrous 
fire on th" 


Brooklyn water front in years. 
Another steamer, the Bellgrano, 
was damaged, abont 23 scows and 
lighters Avert1 partly 
or 
whol'y 


burned. The loss is estimated f.t 
considerably more than $1,000,- 
000. 


The origin of the fire is un- 


known, but suspicions that it .v?s 
incendiary were aroused becaa-e 
of the fact that some 01 the steam 
ers were loading with war muni- 
tions, some of which was intern!"1-; 
for shipment to the Russian gov- 
crnment. 


A watchmrm aboard th.e Bolton 


Castle discovered that the budd- 
ings on the pier were in f;re soon 
after 1 o'clock this morning. The 
blaze spread so rapidly that the 
officers and crews of the steam- 
ers and lighters lying at the pu-r, 
after a vain effort to prevent tin- 
spread of tlu- flames to their ves- 
sels, were compelled either to leap 
over boara or to seek safety 
aboard othsr lighters 
or 
t:i«s 


which hastened to the rescue. 


Thot Many Lo^. 


The three steamers lyin? at *be 


pier were surrounded by a fleet cl'i 
about .*iO lighters and barges on 
each of which was one man a- 
more. On some of the barges 
were the wives and families of 
the captains 
Some of them were 


compelled to jump overboard i» 
escape the swift onrush of 
the 


flames. 


Firemen and policemen drag- 


ged many of them out 
of 
tho 


water to adjoining1 piers and oth- 
ers were rescued by tug boats or 
fire boats. It was not Kin»«n liorc 
oarly today whether all had es- 
caped death. 


The captain of the Bolton Cas- 


explained that this order 


was made in the interest of neu- 
trality and the fact that the Ger- 
man government itself authorized 
the Arabis announcement is not 
considered to have altered the situ 
fltion.

Half a century mgo the United States 


adopted conscription :is a method of 
obtaining recrultn at a time when vol- 
tint.eeriuK had aliiiottt entirely ceased, 
owing to the i>oor BUCCOSS of the Union 
cointuuiiders In the war with the south; 
England today requires more men for 
the succenHfiU prosecution of the war 
than ordinary methods of aupcal have 
secured—more men by far tliau ex- 
traordinary efforts, including the Der- 
by campaign, have won for the colors 
—JUKI tbe "slackers" are unwilling to 
enlist in part because the prestige of 
victories In the field belong largely to 
the enemy's armx. 


In this country In 18«3. there were 


large numbers of n'blclMxlied men who 
were eligible-for'military service; la 
Great Britain in 1010 there are great 
mynljers of eligible i»:eu who of their 
own accord do not come forward to en- 
list. 


Also In the time of the civil war the 


government at Washington tried to 
avoid resort to extreme measures, but 
adopted conscription «t last, while In 
England there was a long period of 
hesitation, and at last obligatory serv- 
ice Is adopted. 


t 
Th« Draft Riot*. 


And finally In this country there 


were serious riots when the draft be- j 
jran operative, and in England the 
possibility of serioiiS'disonlers has had 
the grave study'of the premier and 
his advisers. Also in both countries a j 
process of registration of all citizens j 
eligible for service preceded the inau- 
guration of conscription. 


There are many persons who remem- 


ber well the terrible days In mid-July, 
IS**}, when the streets of northern 
cities wore full of Rioters, and the dis- 
orders had to be <jlfelled by force of 
arms. 
''' 


In Xew York tli« "rioting lasted four 


days, in which (lie loss in killed and 
wounded men was'nearly 1.000, and 
the damage to property, public and 
private, was esIImuted at more than 
$1,300,000. 


The disorders were not so serious In 


other cilies. .In Bbstfth"there was one 
riot, whk-h threatened to'assume for- 
niidablo proportions.' costing at least 
seven lives and the wounding of a 
score of persons. There was trouble 
in Portsmouth, N. U.; rioting occurred 
in Troy. X. Y.P and there was a deal of 
commotion In Holmes county. O. 


This is the story of the draft and 


the riots which it occasioned, with a 
minimum amount of attention to the 
liig riot in Xew York and a rather full 
statement of the troubles in Boston. 


When the elections of 1S'J2 were held 


the party, of the administration was 
defeated in such important states as 
New York. New .Jersey, Pennsylvania. 
Ohio. Indian;!, Illinois and Wisconsin. 
The adverse verdict against the party 
of Lincoln was n protest against the 
sacrifice of such vast amounts of life 
.•UK! treasure without tbe accomplish- 
ing of very groat military results. 


In some states the draft already had 


been put in operation, but as a state 
measure, to secure men for the militia. 
In Pennsylvania ;iud Wisconsin there 
was o|«.'ii violence against It in August. 


Hy iscr. volunteering .had almost 


cvwcd. The effort* by ilw Minim to 
nae the draft Wftt not Mttafuetorjr, 
awl at teuftb a coatcrlpHra *ct irai 
IMMtd by tbe natkwa) coiitcrctis aud 
npprored OH March .'1 of that year. 
This draft operated directly upon the 
people of tbe nation Instead of through 
the states a* InterniedlarleM. 


In the south a conscription act was 


rigidly enforced. 1'rcsldeut Lincoln re- 
fused to suspend the draft or to delny 
It while wsltlnr for A supreme court 
ilcclHl'*! upon its legality, saying: "We 
:in» contending with an enemy who. as 
I understand, drives cv«-ry nblebodlcd 
man he c:in reach Into his ranks, very 
much us a, butcher drives bullock* into 
a slaughter'JH.-II. * • • Jly ptiriww is 
10 be in my Action just and constitu- 
tional and yet practical." 


The words of Lincoln apply to the 


filiation across the water today and 
atate the case for conscription almost 
as Lord NorthcllflTe himself would put 
it. With conscription It will be inter- 
esting to watch events and see what 
forms opposition miiy take and how 
stern that opposition may be. Humtin 
nature is a good deal alike on both 
sides of the water and does not alter 
much In a half century of "progress."
